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Rhode Island Fishermen Express Their Concerns 
About Stock Rebuilding Plans 


There was a good turn out of 
Rhode Islanders last week for a 
congressional hearing focused on 
the New England Groundfish 
Restoration Act. The legislation, 
authored by Congressman Gerry 
Studds, looks to rebuild the 
groundfish stocks and calls for the 
development of markets for 
cunently underutilized fish. 

At the request of Rhode Island 
Representative Jack Reed, the 
congressional Subconnnittee on 
Fisheries held the hearing in Rhode 


Island to give fisherm^ in this area 
the chance to testify on the 
proposal before Studds revises the 
bill. 

"There is no easy answer to the 
problems facing our New England 
Hshermen; the decline of 
groimdfish in our waters requires 
our immediate attention and some 
tough choices," Studds said. 
"Today’s hearing involves Rhode 
Island fishermen in deciding how 
best to address this situation." 

Witnesses at the hearing 


commented on a proposal by 
Studds to develop markets and 
promote underutilized species such 
as dogfish, mackerel and skates 
which are currently more abundant 
that the traditionally harvested cod, 
flounder and haddock stocks. A 
number of fishermen expressed 
their concerns that the National 
Marine Fisheries Service does not 
look out for their interests to help 
promote the industry. 

Studds discussed giving the 
authority to market and promote

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underutilized species to the 
Deparlm^t of Agriculture, an 
agency involved in these 
activities for meat, poultry and 
othw food products. 

"The federal government, in 
conjunction with all sectors of 
industry, from those catching the 
flsh to those selling it in their 
restaurants and markets, must 
launch a national campaign to 
familiarize the public with these 
currently unknown species," 
Studds said. "Who know, before 
long we may all be ordering 
McMackerel sandwiches and 
having skate sticks with tartar 
sauce for dinner." 

Those speaking at the 
hearing included representatives 
from several fishing industry 
organizations, federal fisheries 
managers and Rhode Island 
officials. The discussions also 


focused on efforts of the New 
England Fishery Management 
Council to meet a court-imposed 
March 1 deadline to develop a 
groundfish rebuilding plan. The 
fast approaching deadline has 
raised concerns that the Council 
will be forced to make hasty 
decisions without adequate 
scientific data and that it will not 
consider the economic needs of 
fishermen. 

A Woods Hole scientist on 
hand suggested to the crowd that 
with proper management 
mechanisms in place, fishermen 
could look at landing three times 
as many fish as they do now 
while sustaining supplies 
indefinitely. 

If the Studds bill, is enacted 
it would supersede the court 
order. The Fishery Council would 
be given nine months to develop 


and implmait a plan to double 
the stocks of groundfish in the 
George’s Bank area within five 
years. That five year period is 
likely to be extended when the 
bill is revised. Both the court 
order and the legislation would 
require the Secretary of 
Commerce to develop a 
restoration plan if the Council 
does not meet the specified 
deadlines. 

As a follow-up to today’s 
hearing. Rep. Studds and the 
National Fisheries Institute will 
sponsor a forum to discuss ways 
to market and promote 
underutilized fish species. The 
forum will begin at 9:30am 
January 24th at the Days Inn in 
New Bedford. Everyone is 
welcome.

Meet A New 
Friend. 
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Local Residents Load Harbor Planners With 
Ideas On How To Best Use The Harbor 


A consultant Ann hired by 
Fairtiaven and New Bedford 
walked away with plenty of ideas 
from area residents as to how to 
best use New Bedford harbor. 

HMM Associates of Concord 
held the first of two public 
hearings to gain input from 
people as to how to better plan 
the use of the harbor from the 
hurricane dike to Route 195. The 
nine hour workshop was held at 
the Seaport Irm on January 15th 
and attracted over 80 people.

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Coast Guard Reports

December 27,1991/ 6:30 PM 

The Coast Guard First District 
Operations Center received a 121,5 
EPIRB alert coming from the vicinity 
of 74 miles south of Martha’s 
Vineyard. Coast Guard Aircraft were 
diverted from a training mission to 
investigate. Once on the scene a 
search was conducted, but no signal 
was heard. There were no further 
signal hits. 

December 29,1991/ 8:04 AM 

The F/V Carol B. found a partially 
submerged wing of an aircraft and 
notified the Coast Guard. A utility 
boat and aircraft were launched to 
investigate. Both located the wing 
and more debris in the water 
approximately 10 miles east of Block 
Island. The FAA called and said it 
had a report from the Business 
Express Airlines in Connecticut of an 
overdue training flight with three 
people on board. The FAA 
investigators on scene positively 
identified the reckage to be that of 
the overdue Business Express Flight 
and were of the opinion that any 
survivors of the initial crash or 
"breakup" would have been very 
unlikely. A number of Coast Guard 


vessels were dispatched to search for 
survivors with negative results. A 
large amount of debris spread over a 
fairly large area suggests that the 
aircraft may have broken up while in 
flight. The Coast Guard Operation 
Center was notified through track 
analysis by Boston Center that the 
aircraft was last scene on radar the 
day before at approximately 8:23 PM 
at 500' aiqrroximately five miles east 
of Block Island. The sea water 
temperature was 45 degrees on scene. 

December 30,1991/ 4:20 PM 

The Coast Guard received a Mayday 
call from the 92' western rig stem 
trawler, The F/V Orion that it was 
taking on water and requesting 
assistance 60 miles east of Cape Cod. 
The nearest Coast Guard Cutter was 
43 miles away at the time of the call 
and was assisting another fishing 
vessel. It had been diverted from that 
assist to answer the call. Coast 
Guard Aircraft were launched to 
assist as well. The F/V Orion located 
the source of flooding as a sprung 
hatch in the lazarette, secured the 
flooding and dewatered the engine 
room. No Coast Guard assistance 
was required and there were no Coast 
Guard units at the scene. 


January 4,1992/ 9:20 AM 

Two Coast Guard Stations copied the 
following transmission on Channel 
16, "Mayday, Mayday, Mayday, 
Mayday Mayday Coast Guard Coast 
Guard Help Coast Guard, Coast 
Guard I'm taking wat^- Buzzards Bay 
Buzzards Bay Help there's three of us 
I got no lat or long HelpHelp I,m off 
of (garbled) rocks. Buzzards Bay, 
Help." No additional transmissions 
followed and there was no response 
to urgent marine broadcasts or Coast 
Guard call backs even though the 
caller was received loud and clear at 
both stations. Both stations obtained 
directional find signals on the call 
and the bearings crossed in upper 
Buzzards Bay. Coast Guard vessels 
were launched to conduct a search. 

A thorough search of the area was 
conducted and no indications of 
distress were heard. Several minutes 
prior to the calls for help, a call was 
heard for a radio check on Channel 
16. The caller got no response. The 
voice of the person calling for help 
and the caller requesting a radio 
check were very similar if not the 
same.

The F/V Act IV contacted the Coast 
Guard requesting a medevac of a 25 
year old crew man who had been hit 
in the head by a block and tackle, 
was in and out of consciousness, 
was vomiting and had minor 
convulsions. A vessel was diverted 
to assist, but was unable to make a 
boat transfer due to heavy weather. 
The flight surgeon was briefed and 
concerned about the possibility of 
internal bleeding and a spinal injury, 
he recommended a medevac by 
helicopter. A helicopter was 
launched, hoisted the patient, and 
transported him to a waiting 
ambulance to be taken to a local 
hospital. 

January 4,1992/ 9:38 AM 

The F/V Theresa Marie and the F/V 
Lois Joyce are sister ships and were 


fishing in company on Hudson 
Canyon when they decided to return 
to port to avoid heavy weather. The 
F/V Theresa Marie headed for shore 
from where they were fishing out at 
70 miles south east of Long Island 
and the F/V Lois Joyce commenced 
retrieving her gear prior to 
departing the fishing ground. The 
F/V Theresa Marie called the Coast 
Guard and reported loosing 
communication with the Lois Joyce 
on the marine radio. That vessel 
had called the Coast Guard after 
hearing the Lois Joyce calling them 
in a "tense" voice on Channel 70. 
Coast Guard Aircraft was launched 
to conduct a search. Due to 
inclement a visual search was not 
possible so the aircraft ran a 
communications search on the 
vessels expected track. The vessel 
was not located and an uigoit 
marine broadcast was issued. The 
following day a number of aircraft 


were sent to assist in a large search. 
The vessel remains unlocated and 
approximately 10,000 square miles 
were searched. Two days later as 
the searches continued through the 
night with negative results, a raft 
with all survivors was located by a 
Coast Guard Aircraft approximately 
100 miles southeast of l^g Island. 
One crew man was medevaced as a 
iweventive measure because of his 
diabetic condition and his lack of 
insulin over the past two days. 
Another Coast Guard Cutter had the 
other four crewmen and was 
expected to arrive back in 
Connecticut at 9:00 AM to meet the 
media.

The Care and Maintenance 
of406EPIRBs 


Fishing industry vessels with galley and 
berthing spaces operating on the “high 
seas” (beyond the “three-mile limit’*) 
are required to have on board a 
Category 1 (automatic), 406 Emergency 
Position Indicating Radio Beacon 
(EPIRB). 

Category 1,406 EPIRBs, are much 
more expensive than the “old” Class A, 
but provide superior reliability, signal 
strength, location accuracy, and provide 
detailed information to search and 
Rescue (SAR) units. 

Recent fishing vessel casualties, on 
both coasts, have focused attention on 
the workings of Category 1,406 
EPIRBs. Some vessels may be going to 
sea with these lifesaving devices in the 
“OFF” position. In at least one instance 
- that we are aware of - it was not 
possible to “arm” the EPIRB while it 
was in its float-fiee mount. The 
problem was rectified by the 
manufacturer. In another case the 
EPIRB was turned'OFF by an 
crewmember before being thrown 
overboard in an emergency. 

406 EPIRBs are very useful 
devices, but there are several steps that 


should be taken to insure that they will 
work when needed. 

Registration 

Send in the 406 EPIRB registration and 
identification card. It 
asks questions about you and your 
vessel that will aid search and rescue 
units in finding you in an emergency. It 
wiU also permit them to contact you 
without commencing an expensive 
search should your call just be a false 
alarm. 

Instructions 

Read the instructions for mounting and 
operating your EPIRB carefully. 
EPIRBs do not come shipped in the ON 
Position. It is important to learn the 
correct switch position for arming the 
EPIRB after it is installed. 

Location 

Mount your EPIRB in a location on the 
vessel that will allow it to float-free in a 
sinking and where icing will be 
minimal. Avoid locating it under an 
overhang or in a location Where it 
could get hung up.

Test your EPIRB once per month. 
406 EPIRBs have an electronic 
self -check. Make sure that you 
follow the testing procedute in 
your manual. Test in the first S 
minutes of any hour. All EPIRB 
tests should be noted in your log 
book. (You are keeping a log 
book aren’t you?) 

Check for Damage 

Check your EPIRB during rough 
sea conditions to make sure that it 
has not been activated or 
damaged. 

Show and Tell 

Explain to all crewmembers how 
the EPIRB operates before you 
get underway. This should be part 
of your drills and instructions 
(You are conducting drills aren’t 
you?) 

Maintenance Schedule 


EPIRB periodically during the 
trip to ensure it is ready to woik 
for you. 

The above information 
concerning the care and 
maintenance of EPIRB was 
adapted from an article in a recent 
“Marine Safety Update’’ 
published by the Alaska Marine 
Safety Education Association 
(AMSEA).

Changing Demographics Suggest Changes 
In Seafood Consumption

American consumers are eating 22 
percent more fish and seafood today 
than ihfsy did ten years ago. According 
to the National Hsl^ries Institute 
(NF0» industry analysts project that 
seafood oonsumption will continue to 
soar from the current 15.5 pounds per 
person, to 20 pounds by the year 2000. 
Hcre*s why: 

■ In 1992,3.93 million baby boomers 
will reach age 40 — their “fish stage of 
life.” In their quest for eternal youth, 
aging baby boomers will consume more 
seafood because it*s a low fat source of 
animal protein and it tastes good. 

■ By the year 2000,28.4 percent of the 
population will be age 50 plus. The 
ever increasing population of mature 
Americans with concerns about health 
and nutrition, and plenty of disposable 
income, will have the spending power 
to purchase more fish and seafood — 
the quintess^tial low-fat, low-sodium 
food 

■ The affluent ($50,000+ household 
income/year) now earn over half of the 
nation’s income and have over two- 

' thirds of all discretionary dollars 
according to Cambridge Reports’ 
Trends and Forecasts. Affluents, who 
arc more lilcely than the general public 


to eat healthier foods, will be filling 
their grocery carts widi more fruit, 
vegetables, seafood and dairy products 
(other than milk and cream). 

■ A recent survey by Parade magazine 
revealed that almost half of the 
American population, more women 
than men, are very concerned about the 
nutritional value of the foods they eat. 
In another study by Prevention, 
consumers reported that the biggest 
area of improvement in their diets in 
the past year has been limiting 
consumption of high cholesterol foods. 
This suggests a ccMitinuation of the 
trend away from red meats to lower fat 
foods such as seafood and poultry. 

■ MinOTity populations are growing in 
the U.S. The traditional cuisine of both 
Asians and Hispanics which rely 
heavily upon Seafood have been 
absorbed into mainstream American 
culture. 

■ The working woman/mother is a 
fixture in the U. S. According to 
Parade, women spend 57 minutes on 
average preparing dinner but would like 
to spend less. Seafood — a 

natural fast food — fits the working 
mother’s lifestyle. 


■ Vast improvem^ts in the 
transportation, and distribution of 
seafood have lead to more readily 
available fish and shellfish across the 
nation. 

■ The niche segment of the market that 
enjoys “designer*’ food is still growing 
according to Packaged Facts, This 
points to increased demand for smoked 
seafood products. 

How will the Seafood industry 
respond to changing demographics and 
the demand for more seafood? 

■ Look for lower-fat breaded fish 
Sticks and fillets with lighter batters. 
These products will approximate the 
taste of fried fish but won’t be fried. A 
3-oz portion of one such product 
contains 3g of fat, less than that of a 4- 
oz portion of skinless chicken — 
compared with 11 grams of its regular 
version. 

■ There will be more value-added 
products such as microwaveable. frozen 
dinners and rcady-to-eat seafoods such 
as surimi seafood. 

■ Look for new species of fish such as 
dogfish fillets, escolar, tilapia, hybrid 
striped bass and skate wings.
